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Center School’s Original Building 

Scheduled for Replacement by 1990

Greenbelt Center Elemen¬ 
tary School is the number 
one priority for fiscal year 
1989-90 in the Prince Georg¬ 
es County Public Sch“K>ls 
proposed Capital Improve¬ 
ment Program (CIP) for 
funding years 1985-89, 

Two other elementary 
schools, Bladensburg and 
Cheverly-Tuxedo/Happy Ac¬ 
res, are also listed. These 
schools are “the oldest and 
most in need of moderniza¬ 
tion . . . and are located in 
some of our oldest communi¬ 
ties that display long range 
stable projected school en¬ 
rollments,“ according to the 
report. In fact the report 
adds, “It is anticipated that 
an elementary school to 
serve the Greenbelt commun¬ 
ity would always be requir¬ 
ed” 

A public hearing on the 
CIP proposals is scheduled 
for August 15, at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Board of Education 
Meeting Room in Upper 
Marlboro. 

Proposed work for Center 
School involves demolishing ori¬ 
ginal building (37,000 sq. ft.) and 


replacing it with a new facility 
of 62,100 square feet. The addi¬ 
tion (21,000 sq. ft.) which was 
built in 1968 would be renovated 
and integrated into the new fa¬ 
cility. The building would then 
have an enrollment capacity of 
690, an increase of 60. Enroll¬ 
ment for the school is projected 
to be 605 in 1983-84 and 630 in 
September 1992. The work is pro¬ 
jected to cost $5,271,000. 

The CIP report makes several 
development rationale statements. 
The rationale recognizes that 
“positive action must be taken 
to meet current regulatory build¬ 
ing codes in existing facilities,” 
and “positive action must be tak¬ 
en to refurbish aging facilities to 
prevent internal and external de¬ 
terioration and obsolescence.” 
Center School Principal John Van 
Schoonhoven reports that main¬ 
tenance costs are very high for 
the building. There are constant 
repairs to the pipes, the electri¬ 
city and the windows. “It's so 
old it's hard to keep it going,” 
he explains. 

Other problems with the origi¬ 
nal building, he reports, are the 
small classrooms and the layout 
of the building. The layout is not 
adequate for the instructional 
program, Anyone who visits the 
school is struck by the difference 
in the classroom sizes of the 


original building and the addi¬ 
tion. 

City Manager James Giese in¬ 
formed City Council of Center 
School's presence in CIP at their 
July 11 meeting. One concern 
noted that evening and later 
throughout the community was 
preservation of the school’s his¬ 
toric architectural features. 
Giese expressed the view that 
most of the historic features, 
such as the friezes, were on the 
front wall. It has been suggested 
that the project might be done 
in such a way as to preserve that 
wall. (See Council's letter to 
School Superintendent Edward 
Feeney on page 4.) 

CIP Projects 

Individual CIP projects must 
eventually be approved by the 
county and state governments 
who allocate the funds. Feasibil¬ 
ity and architectural studies 
would begin after approval. 
Planning would begin in 1986 or 
1987. 

A school spokesperson was not 
aware that the school is on the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. It received this listing in 
1980 along with the rest of origi¬ 
nal Greenbelt. The school has also 
been named one of the top ten 
art deco sites in the country by 
the Art Deco Society of America.

Road Unblocked for Capital Office Park 
Building, City Agrees to Accept Title

The Greenbelt city coun¬ 
cil, at the regular meeting 
on July 11, agreed to break 
a literal road-block to the 
continued development of 
Springhiil Lake North. By 
authorizing the transfer of 
title from the state of Mary¬ 
land to the city of a strip of 
land for a small service road 
and of a portion of Ivy Lane 
near the State Highway Ad¬ 
ministration building, the 
city will make it possible for 
the developers of the fourth 
Capital Office Park building 
to provide a second access to 
the parking lot behind the 
structure. 

The state of Maryland has had 
title to this narrow strip of land 
since 1958. It was projected then 
that when the Kenilworth-Cres¬ 
cent Rd, intersection was moved 
somewhat north of its present 
position, the SHA building would 
no longer be easily accessible by 
a service road from Kenilworth, 
At that time a new road, angling 
south from Ivy Lane, would be 
built to service the state facility. 
('See map on page 12) 

In the meantime the surround¬ 
ing land was rezoned and laid 
out by private developers, Spring- 
hill Lake Associates, who have 
constructed the Capital Office 


Park buildings. The fourth build¬ 
ing, a large, somewhat curved 
structure, is now rising south of 
Ivy Lane near Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue. The building is set dose to 
Ivy Lane and the parking lot will 
necessarily be located at the 
building's rear, adjacent to the 
SHA parking lot. Without use of 
the proposed service road there 
would be only one way to reach 
the large parking lot. 

Unfortunately for the develop¬ 
ers, policies of two governmental 
bodies have blocked acquisition 
of this right of way. The first 
is the state's refusal to transfer 
title to a private developer. The 
state would, however, deed the 
property to the city. The city, 
for its part, has always followed 
a policy of accepting title to a 
privately built roadway only af¬ 
ter all construction specifica¬ 
tions have been met. In this case 
the city was being asked to ac¬ 
cept title before the roadway was 
even cleared. 

From the city's point of view, 
construction of the service road 
raised another issue that has been 
dormant since 1971—control over 
development of a property, Par¬ 
cel A, which would lie like a 
small island along Kenilworth 
Ave. between Ivy Lane and the 
SHA building, with the projected 
service road forming the island's 
boundary to the west. The serv¬ 
ice road would also, of course 


afford access for the parcel's de¬ 
velopment. 

The proposal for the city to 
take title of the service road site 
was first brought before coun¬ 
cil at the June 13 council meeting 
by Diane Leasure, attorney for 
Twelfth Springhiil Lake Associ¬ 
ates, developers of the fourth of¬ 
fice building. At that time council 
referred the matter to the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board to study 
the many issues involved. The 
APB report No, 297 was received 
by council at the July 11 meeting, 

APB Guidelines 

Primary consideration in the 
APB report concerns development 
of Parcel A, which has always 
been designated for construction 
of a gas station. Because such a 
station was designed for use of 
tenants of the Capital Office Park 
building or for travelers staying 
at the projected Hilton Hotel, it 
will face west along the service 
road- The city has been adamant 
from the beginning that the ser¬ 
vice station must be screened 
from Kenilworth and in no way 
designed to attract patronage 
from travelers along that route. 

This the developers have 
agreed to do. According to a 1971 
agreement, approximately two- 
thirds of the ,8529-acre tract 
would be dedicated to the city 
as a buffer strip along Kenil-

Strangely 
enough Ms. Keene never com¬ 
plained about all the thousands 
of dollars we wasted on futile in¬ 
spections but she protests the 
spending of a few dollars to pro¬ 
tect us from waste, to insure fair 
play for every member and to 
satisfy ourselves that the instru¬ 
ments on which business is con¬ 
ducted are airtight so as to dis¬ 
courage loose practices on the 
part of management or the 
Board. 

Furthermore, if Ms. Keene, as 
member of the Audit Committee 
had been up to date on what is 
being done, she would only have 
had to quote the manager's item 
to the Board to answer my letter. 
That item reads: 

“After the annual membership 
meeting a member presented let¬ 
ters to the Board asking for a 
review of the bylaws, especially 
a section related to secret ballot¬ 
ing. This was forwarded to legal 
counsel. He has since advised us 
that since FNMA is in the proc¬ 
ess of reviewing our documents 
as part of the project approval 
process, it would be premature- 
to begin such an examination un¬ 
til they have completed their re¬ 
view.

“Woody’s Mobil” New Owner 
Community-Service Minded

Woody Love Retires; Service 
To City Praised by Council

In the last 25 years anyone stopping for gas or repairs 
at Woody’s Mobil at the corner of Crescent and Centerway 
has probably spotted Woody Love, the proprietor of the 
small three-pump service station, busily moving about. At 
one time or another Woody might even have waited on you, 
checking your oil, or filling your tank. Anyone pulling 
into Woody’s Mobil today will not spot the thin, stooped 
proprietor, who always wears his baseball cap with the 
brim up, because on June 10 Woodrow “Woody” Love re¬ 
tired. 


After 25 years of operating 
Woody’s Mobil, Woody is retir¬ 
ing for what he refers to as a 
“permanent vacation.” Although 
Woody has always had a crew 
wording for him, the service sta¬ 
tion was^ still a one man opera¬ 
tion requiring Woody’s constant 
attention. 

“(With) a one man operation 
you can’t take a vacation. You 
have help, but still you are a one 
man operation,” explains Woody. 

Woody first began leasing the 
service station in 1958. At that 
time it was a Flying A gas sta¬ 
tion, which Woody leased from 
the Tidewater Oil Company, In 
the late 1960’s the Tidewater Odl 
merged with Getty Oil. 

“All those Getty service sta¬ 
tions you see around? (Many of 
them) used to be Flying A gas 
stations,” Woody says; and in 
1967 Woody's Flying A gas sta¬ 
tion became Woody’s Mobil ser¬ 
vice station. 

Woody has been working 
around cars and in gas stations 
since he was 15 years old. He 
was born in Arkansas and lived 
there until he was 17, at which 
time he moved to Oklahoma. In 
his early 20’s he moved back to 
Arkansas and stayed there for 
three more years, finally moving 
to Coldfield, Virginia, where he 
worked as a drtiver for Produce 
Lumber Company. 

At age 28, while still living in 
Virginia, Woody was inducted 
into the Army during the first 
draft of 1940. He was only to 
be in the Army for a year and a 
day but before Ms scheduled 
term was completed, the United 
States entered the war. 

“I was stationed at Fort 
Meade and was in the hospital 
there with a busted knee when 
the Japanese bombed Pearl Har¬ 
bor,” explains Woody. 

In time of war no one is dis¬ 
charged from the service and so 
Woody was kept in the Army 
until the war’s end (in 1945. He 
was first stationed in Trinidad 
and then sent to Fort Meade a- 
gain. He finished out the war on 
the front lines in Germany. 


Woody was with the 135th com¬ 
bat engineers, where his duties 
entailed driving trucks and work¬ 
ing as a mechanic in the motor 
pool. 

When Woody was discharged 
from the Army in 1945, he went 
to work for Chevy Chase Chevro¬ 
let as a mechanic. He worked 
for Chevrolet for thirteen years 
until 1958. In January of that 
year Woody began leasing the 
Flying A gas station in Green¬ 
belt. 

“There’s a lot of good people 
in this town who supported me,” 
says Woody. Then smiling proud¬ 
ly, “I have customers coming 
here for whom I used to put air 
in their tires.” 

In many ways Woody has con¬ 
tributed significantly to the city, 
not only in offering a needed ser¬ 
vice to the public, but in support¬ 
ing the baseball team and the 
Greenbelt beauty pageant, as well 
as providing jobs for the young. 

“A lot of boys in Greenbelt 
worked here. Their first job was 
here.” 

According to George Daffan, 
who has worked for Woody for 
15 years, ten as a mechanic: “I 
don’t think but one or two times 
he’s (Woody) used help from 
outside Greenbelt.” 

Daffan himself first began 
working at Woody’s Mobil, 
pumping gas and was then train¬ 
ed by Woody as a mechanic. Daf- 
fan regards Woody highly and 
feels that Woody has offered the 
community much. 

“Woody used to give the fire 
department free grease jobs and 
oil changes before the county 
took over,” Daffan explains, “and 
he is concerned about the old 
people in town. He always made 
sure that the old people received 
good service when they pulled in¬ 
to the station,” 

Nodding his head towards the 
pumps stationed an front of the 
building, Daffan tells the story 
about Mobil Oil wanting Woody 
to go self-service: “but Woody 
said ‘no, his customers did not 
want it',” Daffan explains with 
emphasis. 


Kapoor is from a town in 
northern India called Chandigarh. 
He attended Punjab University, 
where he received a Bachelor’s 
degree in Business Administra¬ 
tion. After graduating, Kapoor 
worked as general manager of a 
steel factory in Calcutta. Kapoor 
and his family left Calcutta and 
came to America 13 years ago. 

Kapoor, who is assistant treas¬ 
urer for Suburban Bank and who 
will remain in that capacity, has 
been working for Suburban the 
last ten years. Before that, he 
worked for Taylor’s Sunoco on 
New Hampshire Ave. in Hyatts- 
ville, where he acquired his ex¬ 
perience in operating a service 
staton. 

Ravi Kapoor found out about 
Mobil and Greenbelt when he had 
to fill in for an employee at the 
Suburban Bank branch in Green¬ 
belt. After working in Greenbelt 
for a few days, Kapoor became 
attracted to the small town 
charm Greenbelt generated. He 
decided then that he wanted to 
become a part of the community. 
When he found that Woody Love 
was selling his Mobil station, Ka¬ 
poor, without a second thought, 
bought the business and the lease 
from Woody. 

Happy with his new business, 
Kapoor has many plans for the 
service station, such as remodel¬ 
ing the lobby, instating a count¬ 
er, and repainting the building. 
In the near future, he hopes to 
offer more services in the line of 
foreign car repair and oil chang¬ 
es on Sunday. 

Says Kapoor sincerely: “From 
my heart I want to make this a 
community station. I want people 
to feel like tit’s their own sta¬ 
tion/]_ 

Woody will work at the station 
for a few more weeks, introduc¬ 
ing the new owner, Ravi Kapoor, 
to the service station and helping 
him get settled. Woody’s crew 
is staying on, including George 
Daffan, who will manage the sta¬ 
tion for Kapoor and still work as 
a mechanic. 

Woody, who is 70 years old, 
has been quite pleased with his 
business in Greenbelt: “I’ve 
made a very nice living here. 
Never got rich, but made a good 
living.” 

At the council meeting on July 
11, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld issued 
a proclamation to Woody for ser¬ 
vices rendered to the city of 
Greenbelt. Daffan, Kapoor, and 
Frank Shifflett, the assistant me¬ 
chanic, were beside Woody at the 
council meeting when he received 
the city’s recognition. 


Indeed, Kapoor does want the 
small station to be a community 
service. He has left the running 
of the business to George Daffan, 
who is also the mechanic, and has 
decided to keep the old name of 
the station, “Woody’s Mobil.” 

Smiling with excitement, Ka¬ 
poor explains: “If I can move 
Mobil to do something for us, we 
can have a real good operation. 
A real service to the community.”

As Sandra Bracken moves her 
family from Woodland Way to 
Severna Park, she'll leave a tiny 
bit of herself in many Greenbelt 
homes. 

Anyone with children at Center 
School between 1966 and 1973— 
look around. Maybe it's a ceram¬ 
ic wind chime over the door. Or 
a clay bowl with childish scrawl 
on the side. Or a collage made 
by 7-year-old hands and hung 
on the den wall by proud parents. 

In all of these are bits of San¬ 
dra, pieces of the 20 to 30 hours 
per week volunteered during 
those years, afternoons spent 
helping children draw, paint, even 
fashion ceramic art, glazing and 
firing it in their own kiln. She 
took the children through each 
process, showing them that art 
was work, artwork was creation, 
was beauty coming out of them¬ 
selves. 

“I was learning about children, 
about how to establish an art 
program/' she recalls, “and the 
support from (Principal) Bob 
Ellis and the teachers was mar¬ 
velous/' This time was important 
to her, she says, because it help¬ 
ed her see how children see art, 
need art. 

Sandra also taught crafts at 
the Youth Center. Not just 
paste-on items but molded, paint¬ 
ed and fired wind chimes, the 
one-of-a-kind creation carried 
home by a 5-year-old. She found 
time to serve on the Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board. 

“I thought about teaching," 
Sandra says, “and went to school 
(U. of Md.) with that idea." By 
the time she received her Bach¬ 
elor of Fine Arts degree (summa 
cum laude) in 1976, and then her 
Master of Fine Arts degree in 
1979, Sandra had turned to cre¬ 
ation of her own art, though she 
never really got away from 
teaching. She spends every Tues¬ 
day teaching drawing at Glen 
Echo. She was artist-in-residence 
there for a short time, and now 
she has her own studio on “0" 
St. in Washington. 

In her studio, she creates wood 
construction, using vines (which 
she gathers herself) and other 
natural, woven materials in her 
work. 

After 20 years in Greenbelt, 
the Brackens are moving close to 
the Bay, where they can enjoy 
sailing. 

Husband Peter will commute 
to NASA, where he is Director 
of Mission and Data Operations. 
They'll come back for Labor Day 
Festivals; they haven't missed a 
one in 20 years. Peter was in 
charge of the Special Events in 
1972. 

Son Peter is 22. Michael, 19, is 
a freshman at William & Mary 
College on a basketball scholar¬ 
ship. Leslie, an ERHS graduate, 
enters William & Mary next fall. 

First, Leslie and her mother 
will spend nine weeks in Europe 
and England. This is a family 
tradition begun when Sandra re¬ 
ceived a round-trip ticket to Peru 
from her husband in 1976. In 
1979, it was a ticket to Luxem¬ 
bourg. Graduation presents. Each 
child would get the fare for a 
trip to Europe after high school. 

“My mother (Jennie Kiger, 
Parkway apartments) is here, 
and my sister Melissa (Voight). 
I'll still shop at the Co-op." San¬ 
dra isn't completely letting go of 
Greenbelt.

On Tuesday, July 19, the Prince 
Georges County Historic Preser¬ 
vation Society placed the Center 
School project on its agenda for 
discussion. If the project were to 
involve any Federal funds, it 
would require review by the 
Maryland Historical Trust. 

Another concern is what would 
happen to the students during 
construction which could take two 
years. In the past, this question 
has been answered differently de¬ 
pending upon the situation of the 
property involved. Where there 
was enough land, a new school 
has been constructed next to or 
directly behind the existing 
school. When children had to be 
transferred, the identity of the 
school was preserved by trans¬ 
ferring whole classes along with 
their teacher. 

Only half in jest Council mem¬ 
ber Richard Filski has suggested 
renting North End School (which 
the City expects to receive title 
to shortly) to the School Board. 
Possible renovations for new ten¬ 
ants might prevent this alterna¬ 
tive. Temporaries are another 
solution. 

The Greenbelt Center School 
PTA Board will have the issue 
on its July 27 agenda. The meet¬ 
ing will begin at 8 p.m. in the 
school library. Center School 
PTA members are welcome to 
attend.

RE: Reconstruction of Greenbelt Center School 

The Greenbelt City Council has learned that the Board of 
Education is proposing the inclusion of the reconstruction of Cen¬ 
ter Elementary School in its five year capital improvement pro¬ 
gram. The Council recognizes that this project is in the prelimin- 
inary stage but would appreciate receiving whatever information 
may be available at this time relating to it 

The Council views this proposal with mixed feelings. We are 
pleased that it reflects a commitment on the part of the Board of 
Education to maintain an elementary school facility at the center 
of our planned community in keeping with the original plan. The 
City would be most distressed if this school were to be declared 
surplus and sold. 

On the other hand, the existing structure is a part of the 
original planned community, which is a recognized historic district, 
listed in the National Register of Historic Places by the U, S. 
Department of the Interior. It also has received national recog¬ 
nition as an outstanding example of art deco architecture. It is 
unique, as well, for the carved reliefs across the front and over 
the main entrances which were sculpted by Lenore Thomas. These 
are outstanding pieces of WPA art work. 

While recognizing that school facility requirements have 
changed during the forty-six years since the school was con¬ 
structed and that the children attending this school should have 
all the advantages of a modern educational facility, the Council 
feels that it is highly important that the historical and architec¬ 
tural features of this facility be preserved. 

We hope, therefore, that the Board of Education will proceed 
with sensitivity and work closely with this community in planning 
and undertaking the project. 

The Council also asked that you provide information as to 

what will be done to accommodate children attending this school 
during the time that the building is under reconstruction.

Of Greenbelt Federal Credit Union

Karen E. Michalak is the 
new manager of the Green- 
belt Federal Credit Union. 
•Joe Comproni, former man¬ 
ager, has retired. Michalak, 
who joined the staff on June 
6, just a month before taking 
the reins, says she envisions 
no major changes, although 
she is taking a close look at 
the computer system being 
used. 

Her work experience includes 
2 V 2 years as manager of the Na¬ 
tional Geographic Society Credit 
Union where, as its first mana¬ 
ger, she helped establish the $2 
million financial organization. 
Michalak then spent a half year 
with World Computer Corporat¬ 
ion in Annandale a company 
which supplies in-house computer 
systems for credit unions. She 
has found that different comput¬ 
er system companies provide 
quite different services. She is 
now looking for a company that 
will offer “more extensive use of 
the computer,” she said. “We 
have a lot that is still done man¬ 
ually that ought to be done by 
computer.” The other smaller 
changes she expects to make are 
more procedural, things that 
won't affect members. One that 
will, says Michalak, is a plan to 
open a half day on Saturdays be¬ 
ginning in September. 

Running Greenbelt* s Credit Un¬ 
ion, quite a different task from 
her previous management assign¬ 
ment at NGS, is a challenge she 


clearly plans to enjoy. “Green- 
belt’s credit union is larger,” says 
Michalak, “and there is a lot 
more to it.” Credit unions are 
usually sponsored by one employ¬ 
er, but in Greenbelt, for example, 
the direct deposit paychecks 
come in from many employers ail 
over the area. Members come 
from communities of Greenbelt 
and the Greenbelt Co-op. The 
Greenbelt Credit Unon, she says, 
provides a much wider range of 
services. “I have a lot to learn,” 
say 3 Michalak eagerly. 

Although Comproni is no long¬ 
er there every day from 9 to 5, 
he’s still around. Michalak is 
very pleased with the kind of 
support she has been getting 


from the board members and 
Comproni dur ing her learning pe¬ 
riod. Comproni will continue as 
Treasurer. She says he’ll remain 
active in the organization, pri¬ 
marily in marketing and in long- 
range planning. People who come 
in are so surprised to hear he 
has retired, she reports 

Michalak resides in a house in 
Gathersburg with her husband 
George and two cats. She is cur¬ 
rently earning a degree at the 
University of Maryland in ac¬ 
counting. A night school student, 
she hopes to graduate next 
spring. She holds an Associate of 
Arts degree in management from 
Montgomery College. She is a na¬ 
tive of Cleveland, Ohio.

Furry Fling at Utopia

Friday evening’s audience found 
much to laugh about in the Mary¬ 
land Traveling Repertory Thea¬ 
tre’s presentation of Not Now, 
Darling at the Utopia Theater. 
The play, written by Ray Coon¬ 
ey and John Chapman, is a mad¬ 
cap bedroom farce which takes 
place in the salon of an exclusive 
Washington furrier, Bodley Bod- 
ley and Crouch.

Though he plays 
his role with ease and a good 
deal of charm, he sometimes ov¬ 
eracts in the zanier or more har¬ 
rowing moments. 

Joanne Bauer as Miss Tipdale 
gives an excellent portrayal of 
the crisp and starchy secretary, 
who ,in the end, reveals her hu¬ 
manity and warmth. Stefanie 
Boss turns in a deft performance 
as Janie McMichael, the strip¬ 
tease-artist grilfriend of Gilbert 
Bodley, and has a figure that 
goes hand-in-glove with the role. 

The single set is simple and 
tasteful in design, and costumes 
are especially well-suited to the 
characters. Make-up supplies the 
finishing touch, with the “cool”

Council Tidbits

A number of unrelated items 
were taken up by the Greenbelt 
city council at the regular meet¬ 
ing on July 11. Among these 
was the passing of a special res¬ 
olution to establish a committee 
to plan and organize the city's 
50th anniversary celebration, to 
occur in 1087.

Councilman Thomas X. White 
raised the issue of a proposed 
state-sponsored commuter rail 
stop in Greenbelt. He was con¬ 
cerned about how this might im¬ 
pact on the Beltway and the fu¬ 
ture Greenbelt METRO station. 
He noted that the state was also 
interested in locating an adjacent 
commuter rail interim parking 
facility. 

White felt that the city should 
look into the matter and go on 
record with a considered opinion 
concerning such issues as the far- 
cilit> design, access, improve¬ 
ments, and construction sched¬ 
ules. 

Councilman Edward Putens a- 
greed. He recommended that the 
APB schedule an August meeting 
on the commuter rail plans. He 
indicated that the Park and 
Planning Commission study of 
Greenbelt Rd. traffic should also 
examine these plans. 

Mayor pro tern Richard Pilski 
urged that future METRO and 
commuter rani plans should he 
designed to interface and that 
the issue be discussed in a future 
meeting with Metro official Gerry 
Gough concerning access to the 
Greeenbelt METRO station.

worth Ave. The present APB re¬ 
port suggests berming as the 
preferred form of buffering. 

Both city manager James K. 
Giese and Leasure disagreed, 
however, with that recommenda¬ 
tion. Giese pointed out that such 
berming would require destruc¬ 
tion of a number of fine trees al¬ 
ready existing along the high¬ 
way, which now make an attrac¬ 
tive screen. Leasure indicated 
that an engineering study shows 
that the contour of the land, 
which is somewhat low and 
swampy, would make berming 
difficult. In ensuing discussion at 
the July 11 meeting, council con¬ 
curred with Giese that the exist¬ 
ing trees would be a more desir¬ 
able screen. “Adequate screen¬ 
ing” was the phrase adopted by 
council for use in a statement of 
agreement to be drawn up be- 
tween the city and the developers. 


The other two parts of the 
agreement, as proposed by APB, 
would grant the city site plan re¬ 
view prior to any development of 
Parcel A, as well as the right to 
approve any free-standing signs 
to be erected on the property. 

Leasure, in turn, requested that 
the city waive, until such time 
as Parcel A is developed, re¬ 
quirements for construction of 
sidewalk and street planting on 
the east side of the service road. 
She also requested the city’s 
waiving of requirements for 
lighting fixtures on the east side 
until such time as Parcel A is 
developed. 

On both requests the council 
concurred, and the city manager 
and city attorney were directed* 
to draw up a suitable instrument 
of agreement. Separate papers 
concerning the transfer of title 
from the state to the city will 
also be arranged.
